•with respect to the judiciary since 
the famous proposal to recall judicial 
decisions. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is partly an administrative body 
and partly judicial. 
Mr. Esch was 


i*"-*punished admittedly by 
the senate 


because he changed his votes on a 
judicial question before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 


FOLLOW PRESIDENT 


The senate, in effect, has asserted 


the right to reject for confirmation 
anybody whose views do not concur 
with the senate's interpretation of 
the law. President Coohdge has in- 
sisted on his right to question pros- 
pective appointees to independent es- 
tablishments as to their views and to 
make his appointments accordingly. 
Now the senate, in effect, says vthat 
if the president has that right in ad- 
vance of an appointment, so has the 
senate and that when Mr. Esch is 
nominated foi a new term it is just 
the same as if he were a new mem- 
ber of the commission and ~n -x- 
amination were made as to his pre- 
vious views on either a state com- 
mission or,in public utterances. 


This light to pas^ judgment on a. 


candidate for a federal position in ad- 
•vance" of confirmation has never been 
prominently questioned but the right 
to reject a nomination as a punish- 
ment for an action taken is some- 
thing new. It is not confined to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 


The senate is holding up the con- 


firmation of the members of the radio 
commission on the same general prin- 
ciple and there has been similar con- 
troversy over members of the ship- 
ping board. 


CREATURES OF CONGRESS 


The view prevailing in congress is 
that all these independent establish- 
ments are really creatures of con- 
gress and that in delegating the rate- 
making power with respect to trans- 
portation, congress is really delegat-

of the S-4 came into view. Immed- 
ately after it was clear Commander 
,Harold S. Saunders who had a*sifcted 
Captain Ernest J. Kins in the salvage 
operations, walked aboard bareheaded, 
a basket of pink 
carnations in his 
hand. 


He walked slowly to a point mid- 


way between the torpedo compartment 
where lay the bodies of six of the sub- 
marine's crew and the engine room 
where two more bodies are believed to 
be entombed, and laid the basket on 
the deck 


The S-4, is the tomb of 40 officers 


and men of whose bodies all but eight 
have been removed. 
The raised sub- 


marine was brought here Sunday af- 
ter a 60-mile tow across windswept 
Massachusetts bay and anchored off a 
drydock at the navy jard just ahead 
of a northeast storm. 


SURGEONS GO ABOARD 


Lieutenant Commander Geoige B 


Dowlmg and

designated to board the craft once the 
water was drawn off. 


Six bodies were known to be in the 


forward torpedo eompartment where 
the men under Lieut. Graham Newell

other dead were found and removed 
by divers of the naval salvage fleet 
The boarding surgeons were ordered 
to wear masks and make a eaieful 
seareh for messages and letters which 
may have been left bv the victims in 
the torpedo room. None of the bodies 
will bo removed until nightfall when 
they will be taken to the Chelsea naval 
hospital for identification

accidents in 1927 took place on per- 
fectly • good roads, the survey, just 
completed by C. N. Maurer, traffic en- 
gineer for the maintenance 
depart- 


ment of the commission, reveals. 


The tabulations of the report show 


percentages 
of 
injuries 
increasing 


while the 
number of accidents 
in 


which people are 
injured is decreas- 


ing, tending to indicate an increase in 
seriousness of the accidents. 


In the 2.054 accidents, 231 persons 


were killed according to the report, 
while 744 were seriously injured, x 


Curves and corners are next to the 


straight roads in the race for popular- 
ity as accident scenes. While 1.257 of 
the accidents were on the 
straight 


roads, 422 were on corners or curves. 
63 at railroad crossings, 103 on hills, 
204 at crossroads and tho remaining 
five at other points on the highways. 
"Reckless driving" caused the great- 


est number of accidents—213—while 
299 accidents were the result ot cars 
passing others that were entering or 
leaving the driveways. Other causes 
of large numbers of accidents 
were 


"weather conditions" 213, parking on 
highawjs, driving on wrong side, 165, 
loose gravel or sand, 91; and improper 
or glaring lights, 84. 


The total number of accidents 
is 
larger than the number in 1926. Then 
there were 1,603. In 1922 there were 
1069. 


"Hope for a decrease in the number 


o£ accidents occuring en curves and 
turns is based on a program of reloca- 
tions to obviate to more dangerous or 
pronounced curves and turns and of 
removal of obstructions to the -views 
at such places," a statement with the 
figures said. 


"It is gratifying to note," states the 


report, "that the number of accidents 
occurring at railroad crossings is de- 
creasing.

American films on their entertainment 


merits invaded France, England and

That was 
all right until 
French- 


men and Englishmen started to get 
into the producing game in earnest 
and discovered the row they had to hoe. 
Then the American movie became, over- 
night, "insidious American propaganda." 
The views of prosperous American cities 
became a sinister influence to undermine 
the content of the British workman, who 
had no automobile and no electric flat- 
iron. The American comedy was vulgar; 
the garish American picture was under- 
mining—save 
the 
mark!—"European 


morality." 


But"this campaign of righteous indig- 


nation has been complicated by another 
and conflicting motive. 
The European 


producer wants to get into the rich Amer- 
ican exhibiting field with his foreign pic- 
tures. Hence we find him, at one and the 
same instant, blackguarding American 
civilization as displayed to the poor gul- 
lible European, and passing restrictive 
agreements to force his "superior" pic- 
tures on this very civilization, which pre- 
sumably shouldn't know enough to ap- 
preciate them. 


There are four thousand motion pic- 


ture theaters in England and seven 
thousand in the continent of Europe, as 
against seventeen thousand in the United 
States. So the desire to get into our mar- 
ket is perfectly natural. Some European 
films, the really worthwhile ones, have 
come over and are enthusiastically re- 
ceived. But if anything will hold back 
the process of winning us to an apprecia- 
tion of foreign pictures it will "be the con- 
tinued notion abroad that movies are 
sales agencies for the nations putting 
them out. 


Is anything funnier, for example, than' 


for the London Times, in suggesting 
ways and means for the British film in- 
dustry to break into the American mar- 
ket, to declare: "The chief^task is to pro- 
duce pictures which shall be recognizably 
British in atmosphere as well as in pro- 
duction." Isn't that confusing art and 
"propaganda and supposing that " Ameri- 
cans prefer the latter to entertainment? 


With us, the scene is incidental; the 


story is the thing. An American producer 
goes to England to turn out "SorreH and 
Son." Or he brings over a Stroheim or 
Lubitsch to reproduce European civiliza- 
tion in Hollywood. 'Or, since the unities 
of drama require it, he sticks strictly to 
an American "outfit" in producing "The 
Big "..rade." But he never is consciously 
promoting a locality; he is thinking ;.'>ove 
all of entertainment values, wherever the 
scenario happens to carry him. 


If Britain wants to break into our mar- 


ket to any serious degree, it will have 
to "sell" the American public by enter- 
tainment, not force British scenery and 
conscious propaganda dow.i our throats.

or scratching of the mucous, membrane or delicate 
skin and infection by bacteria that naturally abound 
m the region. 


One gubject to hemorrhoids should make it an 


invariable rule to bathe the region carefully with 
goap and water and rinse with cold water imme- 
diately after every evacuation. The bidet or pitz 
bath is pot a standard equipment Of American bath- 
rooms, but it should be. It is much more essential 
than a bath tub, for cleanliness and hygiene. 


The use of the softest kind of toilet paper is a 


crude and unhygienic custom. It is a very poor 
substitute for cleanliness, The use of anything else 
than the softest toilet paper is a barbarity that 
doubtless costs a heavy price, in illness and suf- 
fering.

When there is trouble from chafing, the cleansing 


of the region should be carefully done several times 
a day. Sufferers with much experience differ con- 
siderably in their views as to the most grateful ap- 
plication against chafing. In mild cases simple 
talcum, zinc stearate talcum or borated talcum pow- 
der is useful. In mpre severe irritation on,e suf- 
ferer 
declares that potato flour, which may be 


bought in boxes at groceries, is. superior to anj 
other dusting powder. Another finds that plain 
petroleum jeliy smeared over the irritated places 
after bathing:, once or twice a week, gives the great- 
est relief. 


For the pile sufferers all physics are bad medicine, 


and the Innumerable laxative nostrums containing 
herb cathartics are especially injurious—there's 
dynamite in every p|Jl, fop the pile victim. 


Unquestionably a vicious circle is at work in most 


case of piles. The piles favor or produce consti- 
pation, and the usual method ot combatting the 
constipation favors or produces piles. 


Any 
one who suffers even habitual discomfort 


from piles deserves no great sympathy. The sur- 
gical cure is safer than the piles, far less painless, 
and m the long run less expensive. So I maintain 
that one who obstinately fusses with piles is not 
entitled to any sympathy. "When J s»y surgical 
cure I don't mean cutting, necessarily. There are 
various surgical methods, and the method in each 
case should be selected by your own doctor, who

FOREST-CO PEOPLE 


VOTE ON QUESTION 
OF FOREST RESERVE 


Special Rererendum on April 


3 Will Not Be Binding, How- 
ever 


Madison—OP)—Action by the feder- 


al government and the state on the 
establishment of a federal forest re- 
serve in northern Wisconsin awaits 
action by Price and Forest counties, 
according to Louis B. Nagler, director 
of conservation. 


Forest-co citizens will express them- 


selves as opposed to or in favor of 
establishment of the forest when they 
vote in the April 3 election, the ques- 
tion having been referred to them in 
special referendum. Their vote Is not 
binding upon the county board, the 
referendum being merely an expres- 
sion of opinion. 


In Price-co, decision is to be made 
at a special meeting of the county 
board in May, Mr. Nagler says. There 
are aix 
townships in that 
county 


which It is proposed to include in the 
reserve. It was originally planned to 
take in timber lands only in Forest, 
Vilas and Oneida counties, but Price- 
co citizens have taken the matter up 
with the state and federal authorities 
to have a portion of the now idle land 
in the county included. 


HAS SOME OPPOSITION 
The area of the original plans was 


280,000 acres in the three counties of 
Forest, Vilas, and Oneida. The Fed- 
eral government has authorized es- 
tablishment of a forest reserve not ex- 
ceeding 500,000 acres. 


The state 
legislature's enactment 


providing creation of the reserve stip- 
ulates that approval of Its boundaries 
must be made by the Governor, the 
conservation 
commission 
and 
the 


state commissioners of public lands. 


Some opposition to the proposal has 


been evinced by the land commission 
because it fears that removal of tim- 
berland from the tax rolls would harm 
school districts of the counties. Four 
school districts of Forcst-co arc in- 
debted to the state trust funds to the 
extent of approximately ?30,000. The 
land 
commission administers these 


funds. An attorney general's opinion 
recently held that the indebtedness 
could not be assumed by the county. 


Mr. Nagler is inclined to doubt the 


'orce of this objection. lie contends 
that the debt is one against the land, 
and that the federal forest service 
would not take over the area unless it 
could get a clear title to it. Some 


means, he thinks, can bo devised for 
taking care of the school district in- 
debtedness. 


An open meeting was held a' Cran- 


dou last week to give the c.tizens of 
Forest-co a 
chance to discuss the 


question before they vote on it April 
3. It was attended l>y Mr. Xagler, 
C" L. Harrington. «tato •superintend- 
ent o* forests and jwrks. ami by two 
representatives of the fedora! forest 
service. 


STATK HAS NO FCNPS' 


It has been 
generallv understood 


that Mr. Harrington, in line with the 
views of many state foresters, has op- 
posed the creation of a federal forest 
in tho state. At the Crandon meet- 
ins, he explained that the state had 
no funds with which to establish a 
forest, and if such a proivosal is to 
be carried out. it must be done by 
the federal go\ eminent. 


On his return to Madison, he said 


the project ns presented by the fed- 
eral representatives, seemed to him a 
worthwhile undertaking from a stand- 
point 
of economics. 
He expressed 


himself as being willing to conform to 
any decision the conservation com- 
mission makes in the matter. 


Mr. Nagler says he cannot predict 


what action tho voters \\ill take in 
Forest-co, but believes, there exists in 
the county considerable opposition to 
the creation of a forest reserve. 


He consider*. ho\ve\ er, that nn ob- 


jection raised to it on th>> Kround that 
it will reduce the area of the counties 
is ridiculous. 
If the forest is estab- 


lished, the county will still have police 
and civil jurisdiction over that por- 
tion of it that lies within its bound- 
aries, he says, and ov. nership of the 
land by the fedetal Rovernmcnt will 
no njore reduce the size of the county 
than sale of the land to private own- 
ers would.

rain had fallen for years.; 


Among the odd molluscs is the Nautilus, sole survivor 


of a race with which the seas once teemed. The Nau- 
tilus has a shell and lives in the outermost chamber, 
not in the whole of it. The foot round about the mouth 
has numerous tentacles which can be withdrawn into 
shields. Above is shown a Paper Nautilus or Argonaut.

Mr. Neff said the average bill for 


electric service 
in 
this state runs 


about $5.00 or $6 00 per month and 
that 15,000 farms are now being serv- 
ed by the power companies 


Mr. Duffee advocated application of 
the same rate for ligh.t, heat and pow- 
er on the farm lines, and application 
of the same uniform rate for every 
rural consumer in a geographical 
unit. 
Congressman Joseph D. Beck, in- 


vited to attend the committee meet- 
ing and give his previously expressed 
ideas relating to the comparative costs 
of electric and other services, notified 
the group that the press of Congres- 
sional business in "Washington would 
prevent his being there, and expressed 
his willingness to appear later. 


Mr. Neff estimated that there is in- 
vested in rural distribution lines in 
Wisconsin, between six and eight mil- 
lion dollars. He further said that es- 
timates on the cost of building lines 
alone In areas •where electric service 
demands were anticipated—in the fer- 
tile areas of the state—were between 
75 and 100 million dollarX-
